Key To Peace 
W hile we pray for peace, our 
program of rearming must go on 
for we cannot at this time take a 
chance on Soviet 
Russia. 
Atty. 
John H. Root declared in an A r­ 
mistice day talk at the meeting 
of the Escanaba Kiwanis club yes­ 
terday noon. 
Atty. Root reviewed the history 
of international conflict since the 
World W ar I armistice, and point­ 
ed out that as yet victory in war 
has not achieved the much hoped- 
for lasting peace. 
“Arm istice with Germany end­ 
ed the first world war that cost 
more lives than any’ previous war 
in history, 52.429 for the United 
States and at a cost of 25 3-4 bil­ 
lion dollars as against 256.330 lives 
in World War II and at a cost of 
450 billion,” Atty Root said. 
Review Hitler’s Rise • 
The speaker mentioned that dur­ 
ing the next 15 years until 1936 
there was comparative peace in 
the United States but not in the 
world. 
He dwelt briefly upon 
the rise of Hitler to power in 1933 
and his invasion of Poland in 
Septem ber 1939, which was fol­ 
lowed by a declaration of war up­ 
on 
Germany 
by 
England 
and 
France. 
“W ar is supposed to lead to vic­ 
tory,” Atty. Root said, “but his­ 
torically that is untrue. 
Can we 
say as we lfpk around the world 
that the last wTar was fought to 
victory? 
Not when our boys are 
fighting in Korea, 
being 
called 
into service and sent all over the 
world. 
We are still negotiating 
for a lasting peace and hope that 
we can find it without entering 
World W ar III.” 
Russia Undermines U. N. 
Atty. Root read portions of the 
preamble to the United Nations 
Charter, which set forth the world 
peace objectives of the organiza­ 
tion. 
But he charged: 
“Russia as a member of the U. 
N. is very cleverly undermining 
each and every move of the United 
States, Great Britain and France, 
what are known as the Big Three, 
to promote peace.” 
the 
speaker 
said. “While we are preparing for 
technical war, Russia with its fifth 
column, 
revolution, 
propaganda 
and purges has conquered over 
6(S0 million people in five years. 
Russia is waging a war and at the 
same time denying that it is ag­ 
gression at all.” 
Atty. Root explained the diffi­ 
culties that face the free nations 
in fighting Russia in its cold war. 
Efforts are being made, he said, 
to transm it information 
behind 
the Iron Curtain with a view to­ 
ward promoting a revolt against 
the present Russian regime. 
Russia holds the key to peace, 
Atty. Root continued. W hether the 
w’orld 
has 
peace 
depends 
on 
whether Russia will continue its 
cold war or engage in actual fight­ 
ing on the military fronts. 
All Yearn for Peace 
“Everyone in America is yearn­ 
ing for peace,” Atty. Root con­ 
cluded. 
“Our best chance of hav­ 
ing it is to pray for peace, and to 
keep peace in our own lives and 
souls. The great contribution each 
of us can make is to put our own 
interior life in order according to 
God’s law of love. 
From that or­ 
der, peace cannot fail to spring.”

Studies Start 
On Alcoholism 


M ichigan Board Hears 
Speaker From Yale 
D ETRO IT— OD—An 
expert 
on 
the subject says Michigan's new 
state board of alcoholism 
should 
concentrate 
on 
two 
objectives: 
education of youth and curing of 
persons in early stages of alcoho­ 
lism. 
The advice comes from Dr. Sel­ 
den D. Bacon of Y ale university, 
founder and chairman of the Con­ 
necticut Commission on 
Alcoho­ 
lism. 
Dr. Bacon met the five members 
of M ichigan’s board at their first 
m ajor session yesterday. The Con­ 
necticut group, set up 
six 
years 
ago, was the first of its kind in the 
nation. 
“Teen-agers are not 
interested 
in alcoholism, and 
there 
is 
no 
need to preach to them ,” Dr. Bac­ 
on said. “They have many ques­ 
tions about alcohol, however, and 
it is better to give them facts than 
to let the subject retain its pres­ 
ent stir of mysticism.” 
He recommended 
that 
school 
teachers be provided with factual 
m aterial about 
alcohol 
and 
its 
possible effects to be worked into 
courses for teen-agers entering the 
drinking stage. 
Dr. Bacon said alcoholism is a 
progressive condition and it takes 
IO, 12, or sometimes 14 years be­ 
fore a person becomes a confirm­ 
ed alcoholic.

provement has been noted in 40

3,000 
patients

Claim To Infallibility 


Is Getting Tiresome 
O 
RGANIZED labor needs to toss away 
its well-thumbed dictionary and get a 
new one. The language its leaders use is 
overloaded with epithet and vituperation: 
it engenders nothing but 
sympathy 
for 
those against whom it is directed. 
The CIO. convening in New York, took 
some standard labor pot-shots at its politi­ 
cal opposition. Philip Murray, CIO presi­ 
dent, struck at the congressional coalition 
of Republicans and southern Democrats as 
“ ambassadors extraordinary and plenipo­ 
tentiary for a host of venal special inter­ 
ests.” Later on he generously lumped all 
opponents of labor's wishes as “reaction­ 
aries.” 
“Reactionary,” of course, is one of the 
most abused words we have. 
In 
tabor's 
lexicon, 
there is no such thing as sincere 
conservatism, 
or even a liberalism which 
happens to disagree with iabor on specific 
issues. 
Labor subscribes to the democratic sys­ 
tem, which is founded on the theory that 
men must be able to choose among alter­ 
natives. Yet in practice it talks as if only 
one viewpoint—its own—has any right to 
expression. The logical conclusion from its 
public remarks is that labor would like to 
fill Congress with men 
who 
parrot 
its 
views. 
Union officials punch away, too, at the 
“ special interest” theme. 
They appear to 
foiget that labor is itself a special interest. 
A sound democratic government is not a 
government designed particularly for the 
benefit of the farmer, the worker, the busi­ 
nessman or any other single segment of 
society. It must be designed for all. 
The art of governing in a democratic so­ 
ciety is the art of balancing and reconciling ; 
all the various 
special 
interests 
which 
clamor for attention. American labor lead­ 
ers regard any effort to achieve this bal­ 
ance as an attempt to destroy their move­ 
ment. 
Certainly there are many times when 
the farm er or the businessman or some­ 
body else is stepping out of line and gain­ 
ing too much advantage from government. 
Our history indicates that labor is often no 
less guilty on that score, and must be pull­ 
ed up short. 
Labor’s criticisms of government or of 
other elements in society would be taken 
m u'’1' more seriously if its leaders dropped 
their absurd insistence that 
they 
them ­ 
selves are above criticism. The day that 
one of them stands up and admits labor s 
imperfections will be a joyous 
occasion 
portending well for the mental health of 
the nation. 
Up to now we have had precious little 
sign that these men have any capacity for 
learning from experience. Rebuffs in Con­ 
gress and at the polls give them no^instruc- 
tion. Their conventions rum ble with the 
same old raffish talk. 
All who are not 
within labor’s temple are sinners. Labor’s 
cause is pure and its followers have a spe­ 
cial sanctity. 
The time is right for statesmanship in 
labor as in every segment of our national 
lite. 
Can the present leaders ever profit 
from the lessons of reality? 
Or must we 
wait for the coming of a whole new lead­ 
ership?

HE Nobel Peace Prize committee acted 
with commendable breadth of vision 
when it awarded the 1951 prize to Leon 
.Touhaux of France, 72->ear-old anti-Coni- 
munist labor leader.

He organized 
a workers’ force on his own and led it out

The Argentina constitution prohibits the 
reelection of a president. 
At least it did 
when Peron first came to power but his 
wife, Evita, who is said to be the real pow­ 
er behind Peron's dictatorship, insisted up­ 
on a constitutional change. So it was done. 
The 
Argentina 
constitution also pro­ 
vides for freedom of the press 
but 
the 
guarantee did not stop Peron from seizing 
La Prensa. the once-great daily newspaper 
that dared to print the truth about Peron’s 
regime. 
Liberty and human rights are rapidly 
being sidetracked in Argentina. It is a na­ 
tional tragedy that serves as a warning to 
the people of the United States that they 
cannot take liberty and personal rights for 
granted. 
They 
must “ be constantly de­ 
fended.

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON— Three figures in three 
different parts of the 
world 
last 
week 
pointed up the story of the world's hopes, 
its pains, its fears. 
Figure No. 
I 
was a young girl whose 
courage and graciousness won great sym­ 
pathy, but who in a way seemed a little 
sad— because she represents a once-great 
em pire which has seen its best days and 
now has to lean heavily on wealthy cousins 
and its dominion children. 
Figure No. 2 was an aged, valiant, prime 
minister, returned to office at the age of 
76 to guide the limping destinies of a coun­ 
try whose stock m arket skidded to alarm ­ 
ing lows in a virtual vote of no confidence 
in even his ability to cope with his nation’s 
crisis. 
Figure No. 3 was an American soldier 
who flew home from Europe to report on 
his difficult, discouraging task of building 
up a narmy to defend countries so war 
weary they would almost prefer to be con­ 
quered than to fight. 
Of the three, Winston Churchill repres­ 
ented a brave attem pt to revive private 
enterprise in an area slowly being engulf­ 
ed in red taDe and and regulation; Princess 
Elizabeth represented the brave attempt 
of the next generation to cope with the 
problems which their elders have so mis­ 
erably failed to solve; and General Eisen­ 
hower represented the thesis 
that 
from 
armed might is derived peace. 
All 
three, 
however, 
were symbols of 
hope—tired, discouraged, lagging hope, it 
is true, but nevertheless hope. 
MONEY AND HOPE 
That hope in each case, however, was 
based on virtually the same foundation— 
money from the U. S. Eisenhower has to 
have more American money if he is to 
succeed in rearming Europe. Churchill will 
desperately need two billions if British fi­ 
nances are not to 
reach 
the 
vanishing 
point. And it was part of the princess’ job 
to help create the good-will so necessary 
for American-British economic 
coopera­ 
tion. 
However, 
money is not inexhaustible. 
Furthermore, it is only a temporary pallia­ 
tive. And while m ore money will be neces­ 
sary to bolster British finances and Euro­ 
pean armament, it is time we worked oui 
long-range pipers that will give our Euro­ 
pean friends permanent hope— not 
cash- 
and-carry hope. 
As a result of my two visits to Europe 
this year I would like to urge two deep­ 
rooted and permanent changes for Europe. 
Both are purely American. They are two 
of the great principles that have m ade us 
great, and without them I do not think 
Europe can long survive. 
One is a United States of Europe. 
Two is applying the Declaration of In­ 
dependence to Europe. 
NO EUROPEAN EQUALITY 
Proposing that these be applied to Eu­ 
rope may sound like pious preaching, but 
when you don’t have equality and unity, 
you cannot build a 
firm 
foundation 
of 
peace and free government. Unfortunately, 
equality, the basic guarantee of the Declar­ 
ation of Independence, simply 
does 
not 
exist in Europe. 
It exists politically in 
France and some other countries, but it 
does not exist economically. A man is born 
to a certain economic level, and in most 
countries there he usually stays. 
If your 
mother was a 
servant 
in 
England, 
the 
chances are you will be a servant, too. If 
your father worked at a certain trade in 
Italy, the chances are you would not be 
able to rise above his status—unless you 
migrated to the United States. 
Thus the great mass of the people, stuck 
in one groove 
with little chance of im ­ 
proving themselves, abandon hope. 
That is why Communism, full of won­ 
derful though phony promises of a bright, 
new horizon, brongs hope—plus European 
converts by the thousands. 
Meanwhile we have sat on our hands 
and tailed to sell the greatest creed we 
ha\ e 
the Declaration 
of 
Independence. 
Ae have passed out billions in dollars and 
material things, but hardly 
two 
cents 
worth of .spiritual, cultural or philosophical 
things. 
We have rebuilt factories, 
helped big 
business, but have failed completely to at­ 
tach any of the basic principles of the De­ 
claration of Independence regarding lush 
profits or workmen’s opportunities.

Thirty-four years ago, on No­ 
vember 6 and 7, 1917, bands of 
armed workers and mutinous sol­ 
diers and sailors, led by revolu­ 
tionary military 
amateurs, 
took 
over the City of Petrograd, then 
the Russian capital, and m ade pos­ 
sible 
the 
establishment 
of the 
Soviet regime. This was a fateful 
date in history. For it marked the 
birth of the oldest, most successful 
and most complete totalitarian re­ 
gime. 
The parallels between 
Soviet 
rule in Russia and Nazi rule in 
Germany and, to a smaller extent, 
Fascist rule in Italy, are numerous 
and 
significant. One 
finds 
the 
single ruling party and the sup­ 
posedly infallible dictator. There 
is essentially the same technique 
of government by a m ixture of 
unlimited 
cradle - to - the - grave 
propaganda and equally unlimited 
terriorism, applied against all who 
do not swallow the propaganda. 
Under 
all 
totalitarian regimes 
the individual has no rights which 
the state is bound to respect. Free­ 
dom of press is freedom to read 
government 
propaganda. 
Free­ 
dom of election is freedom to vote 
for prepared lists of candidates. 
Freedom of speech is freedom of 
compete in glorifying the leader, 
the big brother of George Orwell’s 
mordant vision of England in 1984. 
The State Is the Boss 
Another common feature of all 
totalitarian states is state-planned 
control 
of 
all 
elements in the 
economy, including labor, with its 
logical consequence, the creation 
of 
conditions 
indistinguishable 
from slave labor. When the late 
w’ar came to an end there were 
six or seven million laborers who 
had been brought to Germany un­ 
der varying degrees of compulsion 
to work for the war economy. The 
most 
reliable 
estimates 
of the 
number 
of 
prisoners 
in 
Soviet 
slave labor concentration camps is 
eight to ten million. And, as H ar­ 
ry Schwartz says in his -compre­ 
hensive 
study 
of all aspects of 
Soviet, 
economic 
life, 
Russia’s 
Soviet Economy: 
“State compulsion is an impor­ 
tant element in all Soviet labor 
relations, and the difference be­ 
tween ‘free’ and ‘unfree’ workers 
there is one of degree rather than 
necessarily 
of 
kind. 
All Soviet 
workers are affected by the fact 
that in their country coercion has 
been allied with planning to re­ 
place 
the 
operation 
of market 
forces in capitalist economies.” 
The Communist Sweep 
German 
Nazism 
and 
Italian 
Fascism are only historical m em­ 
ories. But Communism has swept 
from victory to victory, until the 
territory under Communist rule, 
from the Elbe to Hie Pacific, from

to the South 
China Sea, is far larger than any 
empire known since tile time el 
Genghiz Kahn.

come 
into exis­ 
tence. The 
Soviet 
Union is the 
most isolationist of modern coun­ 
tries. Some of its laws, forbidding 
Soviet citizens to m arry foreign­ 
ers and to give information of any 
kind to foreigners, could hardly 
be paralleled under any regime of 
the past, however despotic. And 
the Soviet state far from showing 
any signs of withering away, has 
become 
steadily more powerful, 
more irresponsible, more self-per­ 
petuating. 
The Soviet regime after thirty- 
four years has become much more 
efficient and much less idealistic. 
Amid all the terror and 
misery 
and 
chaos 
of the first years of 
revolutionary upheaval there was, 
especially among the older Com­ 
munists, a gleaming light of gen­ 
uine disinterested devotion to a 
dream of a better world. It was 
the

element of sincere 
fanaticism which lends strength to 
the first phase both of revolution­ 
ary movements and of religious 
reforms.

Soviet 
Russia 
today 
is a far 
more formidable force in inter­ 
national affairs than it was in the 
broken, disordered revolutionary 
months

1917, when years of 
civil w ar axjd famine were ahead 
before the final consolidation of 
Soviet authority. Soviet frontiers 
have 
expanded, 
taking in some 
territories which never belonged 
to tsarist Russia. In military pow­ 
er the Soviet Union still towers 
like a colossus over the broken, 
divided, weakened states of west­ 
ern Europe. 
Partly because of the experience 
that comes from a generation in 
power, partly because of the re­ 
vision 
to piecework, differential 
wages, bonuses and other person­ 
al incentives, Soviet heavy indus­ 
tries and natural resources have 
been substantially developed. 
It 
is 
amazing, 
however, how little 
this is reflected in the everyday 
standard of living. The explana­ 
tion of extreme personal poverty 
amid statistics that Indicate plenty 
is that the absolute state, in one 
way 
or 
anoher, diverts an ab­ 
normally large share of what is 
produced to armaments, upkeep of 
the 
huge 
bureaucratic 
machine 
and other ends which do not af­ 
fect the welfare of the individual. 
Weaknesses Behind Mask 
There was a time when Fas­ 
cism, especially in its more effici­ 
ent 
and 
ruthless German form, 
was regarded by some observers 
as an irresistible wave of the fu­ 
ture. 
One sometimes now finds 
this attitude toward communism. 
But this overlooks several conspi­ 
cuous 
weaknesses 
in the Soviet 
system, some of which are mask­ 
ed behind an outer appearance of 
strength. 
The very completeness of the 
apparatus of police terror is a con­ 
fession 
that people under Com­ 
munist rule have to be terrorized. 
The 
intensive 
Soviet 
effort to 
steal the industrial and technical 
secrets of the west by espionage is 
another 
confession of weakness. 
It is doubtful 
whether 
western 
espionage 
would 
find 
much to 
learn in Soviet technology. 
There 
has 
been 
no solution, 
short of a 
scramble 
for 
power 
among his closest associates, for 
the political problem that is cer­ 
tain to arise when Stalin dies. A 
dictatorship can create no element 
of smooth assured, peaceful trans­ 
fer of power when the dictator 
disappears. 
Finally, the Soviet regime relies 
for success on a purely materialis­ 
tic, mechanistic conception of hu­ 
man nature. Its formula for stay­ 
ing 
in 
power—unlimited terror 
plus 
unlimited 
propaganda—has 
been put into practice with ap­ 
palling scientific thoroughness. But 
this formula could only work for­ 
ever if human beings were win­ 
less 
robots, 
without 
immortal 
souls and questioning minds. And 
this is not true, behind the Iron 
Curtain or anywhere else. That la 
why the fall of the Soviet tyranny, 
some day, somehow, is reasonably 
certain.—Wall Street Journal.

Power With Words

WHERE MONEY COMES FROM 
Legend has it that some 2,500 years ago 
the rulers of Rome, hard pressed for the 
means to carry on one of the wars that 
they were constantly waging, appealed to 
the goddess Juno for assistance. She listen­ 
ed with a favorable ear, it was said, and 
after due deliberation came-to the conclu­ 
sion that this was a just war and that the 
Romans were entitled to receive her ad­ 
vices. 
She told them how to get the fi- 
when they were able, erected a new temple 
to Juno, to which they gave 
the 
name 
“Moneta,” whcih means “the advisor.” 
Regardless of the truth of the legend, it 
it a historical fact that in the year 269 
B. C.t silver coins, the first produced by 
the Romans, were struck in the temple ol 
Juno Moneta. It was merely a matter of 
time, then, that the eoins produced in this 
temple were known as “moneta.” And it 
is from this name, taken by Roman colon­ 
ists to France, and passing then into the 
old language of France, that we owe the 
terms “money,” “monetary,” and, 
in 
a 
slightly different line, “mint.”

Our 
word “coin” comes also from the 
practices used in this ancient temple of 
Juno Moneta, although probably the pro­ 
cesses were copied fro molder methods. A 
flat piece ot metal of proper thickness and 
cut to proper size was placed upon a die 
which carried the design to be imprinted 
upon the observe face upon its small end. 
was carefully placed against 
the 
upper 
face of the metal disk. This tool was then 
hammered vigorously, with such force thai 
fhe designs upon both die and wedge were 
stamped into the soft metal.

It was the wedge-shaped tool, of course, 
that received the blows of the hammer. 
The Latin name for the tool was “cuneus,” 
a wedge. In France, where, again, colonists 
carried the name, the term became altered 
through the years to “suigna," 
then 
to 
“coing,” and finally to “coin,” in which 
for mit reached England. 
And 
in 
these, 
travels the name became transferred from 
tha tool hit by the hammer Ii the object 
shaped by its blow.

Italy’s admittedly great industrial 
skills and plant capacity into the 
European rearmament

Rice. 
One thing is certain. 
Without 
the knowledge and experience al­ 
ready gained by the Marshall Plan 
in rebuilding Italy’s economy, the 
military job would be much hard­ 
er. 
Direct U. S. military assistance 
to Italy for free has barely started 
to roll. Seventy-five per cent of 
the 1950 program has been deliv­ 
ered, but that was in the nature of 
small business. Only 13 per cent 
of the 1951 program has been de­ 
livered. 
The program for 
the 
current 
fiscal year, ending June 30. 1952, 
has just been approved. Estimates 
for the 1953 program have 
just 
been 
started 
on 
their 
merry 
rounds of red tape between Wash­ 
ington, London and Rome 
In the meantime, there is con­ 
siderable exploratory work going 
on to see how Italy’s own arms 
industry can be helped 
through 
what the U. S. bureaucrats call 
AMP—Additional Military 
Pro­ 
duction. So far it is mostly pea- 
nut-stand money, the way mili­ 
tary appropriations 
are 
usually 
tigured. One million dollars worth 
of aid for Italy last year, $18 mil­ 
lion worth this year*. 
The way AMP works in Italy is 
the way it works in all Marshall 
Plan countries. First the

Everyone In Community 


Tourist and resort dollars—who 
benefits from them 
Where 
do 
they go: 
Many 
persons 
answ er 
those 
questions by saying 
the 
garage, 
hotel, eating place and resort ar 
the only ones who benefit. But J 
report from Joe Bachunas. oper 
ator of one of Upper Peninsula* 
largest resorts 
at 
Blaney 
Park 
shows 
the farm er, the 
butcher 
the baker, the cheese m aker, 
the 
butter maker, 
wholesaler, 
fruit 
grower and the fisherm an, among 
others, all share in the tourist and 
resort dollar on the second bound 
“No one has ever come up with 
an exact gauge to determ ine how 
m any dollars actually are left in 
an area by visitors or how far 
those dollars go when they

circulating

Bachunas, who operates two 
re ­ 
sorts in the Peninsula and three 
downstate, said in a letter accom­ 
panying his report to the 
Upper 
Peninsula Development B u re a u 
How Merchants Benefit 
“ But I can give some figures 
on how farm ers and m erchants 
benefit/’ 
And the figures he 
cites 
un­ 
doubtedly will be 
surprising 
to 
many 
persons who 
have 
not 
realized just how tai and 
wide 
the tourist business reaches. For 
instance, from May I 10 Sept. 30, 
1951. Blaney Park resort purchas­ 
ed 129.255 pounds of food costing 
a total 
of 
S36.047.30. 
Included 
w ere $6,320.98 for dairy products, 
S7.810.15 for beef, 
83,410.44 
for 
sea foods, 83.811.37 for chicken 
and turkey, 
$1,730.78 
for 
fresh 
vegetables, 
81.293.71 
for 
such 
beverages as coffee, chocolate and 
tea, 892.14 for 
cereals, 
$1,358.18 
for smoked

hams,

The list is 
lengthy

you have some staggering figures 
on w hat the resort business m eans 
to the producers of food 
w ithin 
our state. 
“This is only one departm ent of 
the 
resort 
expenditure. 
Money 
spent for labor, linens, *nacm nery, 
paper supplies, 
fuel, 
furniture, 
fixtures and other items in our 
resorts ran over $200,000 this year 
alone.”

T hat was the headline for the big 
news story in the Detroit Gazette 
on 
Septem ber 
8, 1835. M ichigan 
m ilitiam en were m arching to the 
Ohio border in a dispute which 
was to affect the fate of 18 Mich­ 
igan counties. 
Dr. Sidney Glazer 
of 
W ayne 
U niversity’s 
history 
departm ent 
outlines the dram atic M ichigan- 
Ohio “w ar” in his recently pub­ 
lished book, “Michigan, from P ri- 
I 
itive 
W ilderness 
to 
Industrial j 
Com m onwealth.” 
The dispute, Dr. Glazer points 
out, arose over a surveyor’s m is­ 
take in running M ichigan’s south- I 
em boundary with Ohio six miles ; 
north of the line which Congress ; 
had intended. The boundaries of 
Hillsdale, Lenawee, and Monroe 
counties were involved. 


Both states imm ediately claimed 
this “Toledo strip ” and summoned 
militam en to support their claims. 


At Detroit, M ichigan’s 23-year-old 
Governor M ason issued a call for 
troops from th at city and the su r­ 
rounding infant 
communities 
of 
Ypsilanti, Ann Arbor, Port Huron, 
Royal Oak, Kalamazoo, Monroe, 
Mt. Clemens and Saginaw. 
On Septem ber 6, Governor Ma­ 
son m arched into Toledo w ith a 
thousand men. A t the same tim e 
Governor Lucas of Ohio, having 
issued a call for 10,000 men, es­ 
tablished him self 
at 
Perryburg, 
six miles south. 
For several weeks the arm ies 
glared at each other from opposite 
banks of the M aumee River. Be­ 
fore an actual clash occurred, how ­ 
ever, peace commissioners sent by 
President A ndrew Jackson arrived 
and stopped the dispute. 
A compromise was arranged, in 
which Ohio was awarded the en­ 
tire Toledo strip. In return Michi­ 
gan gained the U pper Peninsula, 
then part of the Wisconsin T erri­ 
tory. Little was known of the area, 
but it was generally considered to 
be a valueless tract. Not until the 
discovery of the peninsula’s vast 
mineral and other resources a few 
years later did the 
young 
state 
realize that it had made one of the 
most profitable real estate deals 
in history. 
Earlier than the Ohio dispute, 
Indiana had received a strip of 
land which, as shown in the map 
above, was practically a w estw ard 
continuation of the Toledo strip.

First Settlers In 1830 
In her historical review, Mrs. 
Powers told the group that the 
first perm anent settlers came here 
in 1830. They w ere two men nam ed 
Roberts and Sm ith, who settled on 
the banks of the Escanaba river 
at Flat Rock, which became the 
site of the first sawmill, powered 
by water. 
In 1840, W illiam R. B urt and Dr. 
Douglass Houghton came to survey 
the Upper Peninsula and look for 
ore, respectively. Burt predicted 
that the U pper Peninsula would 
yield m uch iron, copper and m an­ 
ganese. 
In the early sixties, a railroad 
was build from Negaunee to Esca­ 
naba, and was lat^r connected to 
Green Bay. Ore was brought from 
Negaunee to Escanaba for ship­ 
m ent to lower lake ports, and to 
Fayette for the m anufacture of pig 
iron. 
First House In 1863 
Sand Point, or the strip of land 
now known as Escanaba, was not 
considered as a townsite until af­ 
ter 1852. Then the lum ber crews 
w ere brought into this area to cut 
the tim ber along the Escanaba riv­ 
er. In 1863, a sm all log cabin was 
built across the street from where 
the House of Ludington stands. 
Surveyors from Wisconsin a r­ 
rived in this communitys in 1862 
and surveyed the north shore from 
the lighthouse to 
Jennie 
street, 
now 12th street. The following year 
the south shore was surveyed. 
The land on which Escanaba was 
first situated was purchased by 
Nelson Ludington, 
Daniel Wells, 
P erry M. Sm ith, and 
George 
L. 
Dunlap, who were the incorpora­ 
tors of the village. Eli. .P. Roy ce, 
surveyor, laid out the village. 
Early Village Government 
Mrs. Powers said that the first 
village was governed by a village 
president, clerk, treasurer and sev­ 
eral supervisors. This was from 
1866 until 1883, when it became a 
city. 
The city was first governed by a 
mayor, clerk, 
assessor, 
treasurer 
and alderm en. This type of local 
governm ent continued until 1922 
when a new charter 
was 
ap ­ 
proved and Escanaba came under 
the m anager form of governm ent. 
The mayor is 
not 
politically 


powerful under this form of gov­ 
ernm ent,” Mrs. Powers pointed 
out. “The actual adm inistration of 
the city is the work of the city 
m anager who is responsible to the 
council. Under 
his 
m anagem ent 
are placed the 
various 
depart­ 
ments, the public 
works, 
public 
safety and other branches of city 
activity. The m anager m akes re­ 
commendations teethe council, and 
the council forms the policies.” 
The population of Escanaba has 
grown from 12,000 in 1910 to 14,- 
524 in 1930; 14,830 in 1940; and
